1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Fukui et al 5,981,257; Zhang, Jin et al; Lee et al; and Zhang G. et al. 

All of the cited prior arts disclose methods for producing a copolyester comprising 
3HB acid and #HH acid as monomeric units by a microorganism. The method 
comprises culturing the microorganism with a fat or oil containing lauric acid as carbon 
source with a restricted P nutrient source. See column 2, lines 30-35, column 4, lines 
28-32, and column 5, line 43 through column 7, line 15 of the '257. See also the 
abstracts of the remaining cited prior arts. It is the Examiner's position that the cited 
prior arts have features and characteristics as claimed.
